rights. A principal argu- 
ment In siupporl of suclupro- 
posals Is that there would be 
an Immediate reduction in 
drug prices. Thi5_ls indeed 
a weak argument, since drug 
prices generally have • de- 
clined, while inflation has 
pushed the cost of living lo 
new highs. The need of the 
drug industry for the patent 
system is increasing,. New 
recent years have greatly in- 
creased the testing and cost 
of a new pharmaceutical bo-' 
fore it can be marketed. 
Tile patent system must bo 
permitted to provide inotec- 
tion if investments in in- 
creasingly costly research of 
new drug products are to 
continue. 

The president of a major 
drug concern as spokesman 
for the drug industry des- 
cribed in 1U61 congressional 
hearings, wliat patents mean 
in tli^D case of his company, 
and as costs haVe cohtiniied 
to_ri.se, - his slatment has 
greater validity and urgency 
today tlian ever ' before: 
"The value of patents as a 
stimulus, for discovery is 
clearly uiulejstood by those 
who don I with the issue not 
in theory" but in terms of 
actual commitments of their 
company's resources for- re- 
.searcli. My company is now 
investing more than $20 mil- 
lion a year in rcsearcli and 
development. I know we 
could not continue to risk 
such inves tments if other 
manuraclurlors, . dTrme.Tt'ic- 
and foreign, could share in 
our discoveries simply by 
asking, without making any 
investment in researcli or 
any scientific contribution of 
their own.'.' 

The truttti of. this is easily 
demonstrated. Since 1041, 
there have been- 368 new 
drugs introduced in the Unit- 
ed Slates under our strong 
patent sy.stem. In Italy 
wliere there are no patents, 
one drug has been listed, and 
in llie Soviet . Union, whore 
there are, no patents, new 
drug listings are zero.

est charges and' other 'carry- 
ing charges' ■ or 'service 
charges' do inount up; (2) 
installment payments, added 
(o your other purchases, 
may put your budget undei* 
a strain." • 

Credit sales contracts or 
"security agreements" are 
subject tojiic Retail Install- 
nicnt Sales Act,' the .pamphlet 
notes. It lists these Import- 
ant provisions of the Act: 

1. The seller must list on 
the sales contract the actual 
cost of purchased goods, the 
interest or carrying charges, 
insurance costs and other 
charges, 

2. The words "Retail In- 
.stallment Contract" must ap- 
pear in bold print both nt the 
top of the sales contract 
and directly above..the .space 
provided for flie signature 
of the buyer. 

3. The contract must con- 
tain a "Notice to the Buyer" 
In which tliq buyer is warned 
NOT to .sign the contract be- 
fore he reads it or if it con- 
tains any blank spaces. The 
words "Notice to the Buyer" 
must appear in large print. 

4. The purcliaser is en- 
titled to a fillcd-ln copy of 
the contract as soon as he 
has signed. ^■ 

5. The— purchaser— may 
*pay off the debt in full at 



any time prior to thq expira- 
tion -.of the credit term. If 
the purchaser gives the hold- 
er -of the .credit ■ paper five 
days imtlce of his Intention 
lo pay off the balance, he is 
the credit charge. 

0^.-If he falls behind in 
hisi payment, and tlie mer; 
c'handlse Is repossessed by 
the creditor, the purchaser 
may redeem the goods liy. 
paying \\\6 balance of his 
debt in full.
